Child welfare was another of his personal projects 
and he served as a member of the American Legion 
Child Welfare National Committee.

In Andover, he was among the founders of the com- 
munity’s first recreation program. 

As a selectman for six years, he made daily visits to 
the town hall, not just to check on the duties of his of- 
fice, but to see if there was someone he could help.

Probably the type of man Staff Lindsay was could 
hest be described by an elderly woman who called this 
office just before he took sick in March. 

A resident of the apartment complex where Mr. Lind- 
sav resided, she had been ill and wanted us to know 
about this thoughtful man who would bring the paper to 
her door, ask if there were any errands he could do, and 
took care of her flowers and plants. 

That's the kind of person Staff Lindsay was.

Mideast Maneuvering 


by Jack Anderson 
with Joe Spear 


WASHINGTON — The United 
States has played a quiet, back- 
stage role in preventing the 
Lebanese crisis from erupting 
into another Arab-Israeli war, 
reports my associate in the Mid- 
dle East, Joe Spear. 

Since the first of the year, 
Syria has been maneuvering 
behind the scenes. in Lebanon, 
and Israel has been watching 
Syria’s moves with great suspi- 
cion. Spear cables from 
Damascus that every move 
Syria has taken has been 
cleared, in a sense, with the 
United States and Israel. 

It has worked like this: Syrian 
leaders would talk to the Ameri- 
can Ambassador, Richard Mur- 
phy, in purely hypothetical 
American and Israeli reactions 
to moves they planned to take in 
Lebanon. 

Murphy then cabled his re- 
ports to Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, who talked to Israel’s 
Ambassador Simcha Dinitz. 
Then Dinitz would cable 
Jerusalem and get Israel's reac- 
tion to Syria’s hypothetical pro- 
posals. These were communi- 
cated to Kissinger, who relayed 
them to Ambassador Murphy in 
Damascus. Then Murphy 
briefed the Syrians on what the 
Israelis could be expected to do. 

It has all been extremely sub- 
tle. Syrian President Haffez 
Assad has never asked the 
United States specifically to act 
as an intermediary with Israel. 
Yet Assad, the leader of one of 
the most militant nations in the

The Syrian- American 
dialogue, Spear reports, has 
cooled somewhat in recent 
weeks. The Israelis have sternly 
and publicly stated what they 
will and will not accept from 
Syria in the Lebanese crisis. This 
has deeply embarrassed Assad, 
who cannot appear in the eyes of 
his Arab brothers to be bowing to 
Israeli demands. 

Thus, Syrian officials spoke to 
Spear of their “disappointment” 
in the United States. America 
has the means to keep the 
Israelis quiet, the Syrians said, 
but has refrained from using 
them. 

In an earlier cable from North 
Yemen, an obscure country lo- 
cated near the southern tip of the 
Arabian peninsula, Spear re 
ported that top officials, even in 
that remote corner of the world, 
were talking about the con- 
troversial Woodward-Bernstein 
book, “The Final Days,” which 
tells the story of Richard Nixon's 
fall. 

The Yemeni officials told 
Spear that they can confirm one 
of the book’s charges. Nixon 
became so obsessed with Water- 
vate, they confirmed, that he 
neglected other duties. Deputy 
Prime Minister Yahya Geghman 
was then North Yemen's am- 
bassador to Washington. He tried 
for several months to present his

An army lawyer was assigned to 
determine whether Laird could 
be court-martialed. 

The sergeant, too, is no longer 
laughing. He told our office that 
he was sorry about the whole 
thing. An Army spokesman had 
nothing to say, except that they 
are reviewing the incident. But 
our sources say the Army brass 
intends to have the last laugh by 
prosecuting Laird for his harm- 
less practical joke.
